Minutes of the regular meeting 01 
the Council of Blackfoot M. D. No 
218 held in the Municipal Office at 
Gleichen on Tuesday Aug. 2nd. a 
10:30 a.m.

The minutes of the previous meet 
ing were read and confirmed on mo 
tion of Councillor Daw. 

The road commissioner reportec 
that a satisfactory settlement ha: 
been made in regard to the two car 
of lumber recently received whereb(¢ 
a rebate of $2.00 per 1000 had been 
received. 

Mr, Narburg of the Salvation Arm, 
addressed the Council re the sewar 
disposal at the Eventide Home her 
stating that a contract had been le 
for the repairing of the system an: 
he expected that the whole nuisanc: 
would b¢ abated in the near futur 

Mr. Graham, resident engineer at 
Calgary, was present and talked ove 
with the Council the condition o0' 
part of the trunk road within thi 
municipality. He stated that owin; 
to the very wet weather the expendi 
ture required to maintain the road 
was far exceeding expectations an: 
that the appropriation for such wor , 
doing the very best possible unde) 
was almost exhausted. He wat 
doing the very best possible under 
the circumstances. He also explain- 
ed why certain roads were selected a 
secondary roads, that the grants pai 
by the department were divided int: 
income and capital expenditure, tha 
the income part could be spent any 
where the Council decided but tha 
the capital part could only be ex 
pended on secondary roads under th. 
supervision of the Department, 

Coun. Dunstan: That the secre 
tary be authorized to pay the pre 
mium on the insurance on the muni- 
cipal property.—Carried. 

The road commissioner reported 
that the C. P. R. had put extra filling 
around the culvert at the north-eas 
of 15-24-22-4 and at the bridges wes 
of 10-23-22-4 and west of 9-23-21-4 

The council talked over the advisa 
bility of having the weeds on all roa 
allowances cut, It was pointed out 
that owners and occupants of lan\ 
could only be compelled to destro} 
noxious weeds and that many of thor 
growing on the roads did not come un 
der that class. 

Complaints had been received re 
garding tractors equipped with spike 
wheels digging up the roads whil 
hauling heavy loads. The residen 
engineer was asked his opinion an 
states thac he did not known of any 
law preventing this but stated tha 
we could enforce our by-law to pre 
vent such tractors from crossing 
bridges and culverts without firs 
putting down plank as a protectio 
and advised that it might be bea 
to consult with the Deputy Ministe 
of Public Works,

Alberta Government 
firaln Crop Report 


Issued by Department of Agricul- 
ture, Government of Alberta, Ed- 
monton, August 13, 1927 


The present season has been al- 
most ideal for the growth of crops, 
the weather during the past two 
weeks being especially suited to the 
filling and ripening period, accord- 
ing to reports reaching the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Early varie- 
ties of wheat on lighter land are rip- 
ening rapidly and a start has been 
made with the harvesting of this 
grain in a number of districts in the 
province, while in some cuses barley 
has also been cut, and with a contin. 
uation of the present favorable wea- 
ther hearvest promises to be fairly 
general in from ten days to twc 
weeks. Some frost damage has beer 
reported, but this is negligible anc 
there is every indication ‘that one 
of the greatest crops in the history 
of Alberta is well on its way to ma- 
turity. 

The Dominion Bureau of Satis- 
tics in a report issued during the 
past week shows a marked ine en. 
in the estimated acrenge under the 
five principal grain crops in Alberta 
this season as compared with 192¢ 
and with the. decidedly higher yirld 
which is promised, the total proctc- 
tion of grain in the province for 1927 
undoubtedly will show an increus at 
‘severvul nfillion (bushels ‘over last 
year’s mark, 

In the south and southeastern parts 
of the province a start has been made 
with the cutting of fall wheat and 
some excellent yields are reported, 
the average in this crop being con-

The Canadiaa Peciic is interested 
chiefly in the trade with the Orient, 
Australis and New Zealand. Al- 
though iinporte and exports are of a 
mixed character, the moat valuable 
single article is siik. Silk shipments 
must be transferred from boat to rail 
with the least possible delay. Facili- 
ties embodied in the construction of 
this pier ensure the rapid and careful 
handling of all cargoes. 

While designed primarily for the 
use of its own ships, the C.P.R. will 
allow pier B-C to be used by the ships 
of other lines. Its length of 1,140 feet 
permits the docking on eithor side, of 
the largest of the present day trans- 
Pacific boate—the Empress of Can- 
ada, 640 feet in length—with a 


smaller vessel. Its width of 881 fee 
permits a moderate sized boat to ry 
docked at the off-shore end at the 
same time that either or both sides of 
the pier are in use. 

Aspecial feature of the construction 
of the pier # that a promenade is 
constructed down each side of the pier 
leading from the head-house over 
the roofs of the freight sheds, Con- 
nections are made from this prome- 
nade to the ships by a long gangway 
80 that passengers may embark or 
disembark without hindering the 
freight handling on the lower deck.
